THE STRUGGLE FOR LIFE 


Mr. Churchill said:—Nearly six 
months have passed since, at the end 
of August, I made a broadcast directly 
to my fellow-counteymen. It is, there- 
f.-e. worth while looki back over 
this half-year of struggle for life—for 
that is what it has been and what it is 
—to see what has happened to our for- 
tunes and to our prospects, At that 
time in August I had the pleasure of 
meeting the President of t United 
States and drawing up with him the 
declaration of British and American 
policy, which has become known to the 
world as the Atlantic Charter. We 
also settled a number of other things 
about the war, some of which have had 
an important influence on its course. 
In these days we met on the terms of a 
hard-pressed combatant seeking assist- 
ance from a great friend, who was, 
however, only a benevolent neutral. 
In those days the ans seemed to 
be tearing the Russian Armies to pieces 
and striding on with growing momen- 
tum to Leningrad, to Moscow, to 
Rostov, and even farther into the heart 
of Russia, 

It was thought a very daring asser- 
tion when ‘the President declared that 
the Russian Armies would hold out 
till the winter. You may say that the 
military men of all countries, friend, 
foe and neutral alike, were very doubt- 
ful whether this would come true. 
Our British resources were stretched 
to the utmost. We had already been 
for more than a whole year absolutely 
alone in the struggle with Hitler and 
Mussolini. We to be ready to meet 
a German invasion of our own island. 
We had to defend Egypt, the Nile 
Valley and the Suez Canal. Above all, 
we had to bring in the food and raw 
materials and finished munitions across 
the Atlantic in the teeth of the German 
and Italian U-boats and aircraft, with- 
out which we could not live; without 
which we could not wage war. We 
have to do all this still ' 


POSITION TO-DAY 


How do matters stand now? Take it 
all in all, are our chances of survival 
better or are they worse than in 
August, 1941? How is it with the 
British Empire or Commonwealth of 
Nations? Are we up or down? What 
has happened to the principles of free- 
dom and decent civilisation for which 
we are fighting ’—are they making head- 
way or are they in greater peril? Let 
us take the rough with the smooth; 
Jet us put the good and the bad side 
by side, and let us try to see exactly 
where we are. The first and the 


reatest of events is that the United 

tates is how unitedly and whole- 
heartedly in the war with us. The 
other day I crossed the Atlantic again 
to see President Roosevelt. This time 
we met not only as friends, but as 
comrades standing side by side and 
shoulder to shoulder in a battle for dear 
life and dearer honour in the common 
cause and against the common foe. 
When survey and compute the 
power of the United States and. its 
vast resources, and feel that now the 
are in it with us, in with the British 
Commonwealth of Nations, all together, 
however long it laste till death or 
victory, I cannot believe there is any 
other fact in the whole world which 
can compare with that. That is what 
I have dreamed of, aimed at, and 
worked for, and now it has come to 

ass. 

But there is another fact, in some 
ways more immediately effective. The 
Russian armies have not been defeated. 
They have not been torn to pieces. 
The Russion peoples have not been 
conquered or destroyed. Leningrad 
and Moscow have not been taken. 
Russia’s armies are in the field. They 
are not holding the line of the Urals or 
the line of the Volga. They are 
advancing victoriously, driving the fou: 
invader from that native soil they have 

uarded so bravely and loved so well. 

ore than that, for the first time they 
have broken the Hitler legend. Instead 
of the victorious-and~abundant- booty 
which he and his hordes had gathered 
in the West, he has found in Russia 
so far only disaster, failure, the shame 
of unspeakable crimes, the slaughters 
or loss of millions of German soldiers, 
and the icy wind that blows across the 
Russian snows. Here then are two 
tremendous fundamental facts which 
will in the end dominate the world 
situation, and make victory possible in 
a form never possible before. 


JAPAN’S PLUNGE 


But there is another heavy and 
terrible side to the account which must 
be se, in the balance against this 
inestimable gain. “Japan has plunged 
into the war, and is ravaging the 
beautiful, fertile, prosperous, and 
densely-populated lands of the Far 
East. It would never have been in 
the power of Great Britain while fight- 
ing Germany and Italy—long hardened 
and prepared fur war~—while fighting 
in the North Sea in the Mediterranean, 
and the Atlantic, to defend the Pacific 
an¢ the Far East single-handed against 
the ssault of Japan. We have only 
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Ithe British people, upon 


just been able to keep our heads 
above water at home. 

The Mediterranean is closed, and all 
our transports have to go round the 
Cape of Good Hope, each ship making 
only three voyages in the year. Nota 


not an ‘anti-tank gun or anti-aircraft 
gun has stood idle. Everything we 
ave has been deployed either against 
the enemy or awaiting his attack. We 
are struggling hard in the Libyan 
desert, where, perhaps, another serious 
battle will soon be fought, We have 
to provide for the safety and order of 
liberated Abyssinia, of conquered 
Eritrea, of Palestine, of liberated Syria 
and redeemed Iraq, and of our new 
ally, Persia. A ceaseless stream of 
ships, men and materials has flowed to 
this country for a year and a half to 
build. up and sustain our armies in the 
Middle East, which gfard these vast 
regions on either side of the - Nile 
barrier. We had to do our best 
to give substantial aid to Russia. 
We gave it in her darkest hour, and 
we must not fail in our undertakings 
now. How then, in this posture, 
gripped and held and battered upon 
as we were, could we have provided 
for the safety of the Far East against 
such an avalanche of fire and steel as 
has been hurled upon us by Japan? 
or this thought overhung our 
minds. 


NO PROVOCATION 


I shall frankly state to you that I 
did not believe it was in the interests 
of Japan to burst into war both upon 
the British Empire and the United 
States. I thought it would be a very 
irrational act. Indeed, when you re- 
member that they did not attack us 
after Dunkirk, when we were so much 
weaker, and when our hopes of United 
States’ help were of the most slender 
character, and when we were all alone, 
I could hardly believe they would 
commit what seemed to be a mad act. 
To-night the Japanese are triumphant. 
sa shout their exultation round the 
world. We suffer. We are taken 
aback. We are hard pressed, but I am 
sure even in this dark hour that 
criminal madness will be the verdict 
which history will pronounce upon the 
authors of Japanese aggression after 
the events of 1942 and 1943 have been 
inscribed on its sombre pages. : 


SEA-POWER SHIELD 


The immediate deterrent which the 
United States exercised upon Japan, 
apart, of course, from the measureless 
resources of the American Union, was 
the dominant American battle fleet in 
the Pacific which with the naval forces 
we could. spare: confronted Japanese 
aggression with the shiei@ of superior 
sea power; but, my friends, by an act 
of sudden violent surprise, long calcul- 
ated balanced, and prepared and de- 
livered under the crafty cloak -of 
negotiation, the shield of sea power 
which protected the fair lands and 
islands of the Pacific Ocean was fot the 
time being—but only for the time 
being—dashed to the ground. _ Into 
the gap thús opened rushed the in- 
vading armies oí Japan. We were ex- 
posed to the assault: of a warrior race 
of nearly, 80 millions, with a large 
outfit of modern weapons, whose war 
lords had been planning and scheming 
for this day ae looking forward to it 
perhaps for twenty years, while our 
ood people on both sides of the At- 
antic were prating about perpetual 
peace and cutting down et ag 
navies in order to set a good example. 

The overthrow for a while of 
British and United States sea power 
in the Pacific was like the breaking 
“of some mighty dam. The long- 
gathered, pent-up waters rushed down 
the peaceful mh Ch carrying ruin and 
devastation forward on their foam, and 
ae their .inundations far and 
wide, o ene must underrate any 
more the gravity and efficiency of the 
Japanese war machine, Whether in 
the air or upon the sea, or man to 
man on land, they have already proved 
themselves formidable, deadly and, I 
am sorry to say, barbarous antagonists, 
This proves a hundred times over that 
there never was the slightest chance, 
even though we had been much better 
prepared in many ways than we were, 
of our standing up to them alone 
while we had Nazi Germany at our 
throat and Fascist Italy at our belly. 


CHINA’S FORCES 


It proves something else which 
should be a comfort and reassurance. 
We can now measure the wonderful 
strength of the Chinese poopie, who, 
under Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek, 
have single-handed fought this hideous 
Japanese aggressor for four and a half 
years and left him baffled and dis- 
mayed. This they have done, although 
they were a -people whose whole 
philosophy for many ages was op sed 
to war and warlike arts, and who in 
their agony were caught ill-armed, 
ill-supplied with munitions, and 
hopelessly out-matched in the air. 
You know I have. never prophésied 
to you or promised smooth or easy 
things, and now all I have to offer .s 
hard adverse war for many months 
ahead. I must warn you, as I wa 
the House of Commons before they 
gave oes aes! vote of re card 
a fortnight ago, many misfortunes, 
severe, torturing losses, remorseless 
and gnawing anxieties lie before us, 
To our British folk this may seem even 
harder to bear when they are at a area 
distance than when the savage Hun 
was shattering our cities and we all 


But the same qualities which brought 
us through the awful jeopardy of the 
summer of 1940 and those long autumn 
and winter bombardments from the air 
will bring us through this other new 
ordeal, thought it may be more costly, 
and will certainly be longer. 


THE ONLY FEAR 


One fault, one crime—and one crime 
only—can rob the united nations and 
whose con- 
stancy this great alliance came into 
being. of the victory upon which their 
lives and honour depends—-A weaken- 
ing in our purpose and, therefore, 
in our unity. That is the mortal crime. 
Whosoever is guilty of that crime or of 
bringing it about in others—of him let 
it. be said that it were better that a 
millstone were hung about his neck 
and that he were cast into the sea. 
Last autumn, when Russia was in her 
most. dire peril, when vast’ numbers of 
her soldiers had been killed or taken 
prisoners, when one-third of her whole 
munition-making capacity lay—as “it 
still lies—in Nazi hands, when Kiev 


fell and the foreign ambassadors were 


ordered out of Moscew, the Russian 
people did not fall to bickering among 
themselves. They just stood together 
and worked and fought all the harder. 
They did not lose trust in their leaders. 
They did not. try to break up the 
Government. 
Hitler had hoped to find uisge: 
fifth-columnists in the wide regions he 
over-ran and among the 
masses. who fell into his power. 
looked for them, he searched for them, 
but he found none. The system upon 
which the Soviet Government is 
foundéd is very different from ours, 
and from that of the United States. 
However that may be, the fact remains 
that Russia received blows which her 
friends feared and her foes believed 
were mortal, and through

TEN MILES A DAY 


He gives a day-to-day picture of the 
Malayan campaign. “' In their advance 
from the Thai border to Johore 
Bahru, we averaged more than ten 
miles a day through 600 miles of what 
is admittedly some of the toughest 
jungle country in the world... The 
most telling factor in the campaign 
was the fact that in the first few days 
Japan took complete control -of the 
sea and air by sinking the Prince of 
Wales and Repulse on the third day

LAST DAYS IN 


SINGAPORE 


i night of Sunday, February 8, the 
Japanese landed in force on a ten-mile 
stretch of coast on the north-west of 
the island.

AN TAOISEACH STATES 
FIANNA FAIL AIM 


S° far as the twenty-six coun- 
ties were concerned, they 
were as free as any State in the 
world. Unfortunately, there 
was a portion of their country 
cut off, and until that portion 
was reunited with the rest of 
the country no _ Nationalist 
could say that the national 
objective had been achieved, 
said An Taoiseach last night, 
when he addressed Cavan 
County .Convention of Fianna 


Fail, 

The whole of nationalist Ireland was 
now united in effort, continued Mr. de 
Valera. He regretted that there had 
not been far greater progress in the 
restoration of the language. Nobody, 
who really believed in Irish nationality 
did not want to see the language 
restored. They must save the language 
now, because it was going to be more 
difficult for other generations to make 
up what they had failed in now. 


FOOD SUPPLIES 


It was up to the farmers to produce 
enough food for, both human and 
animal consumption. The most extreme 
measures would be taken if necessary 
to safeguard the life of the community 
as a whole. Human beings would not 
be allowed to go short, even if it 
were necessary to kill off animals. They 
had been trying to build up a dairy- 
ing industry, and had put a very 
heavy subsidy on dairy products sent 
out of the country. Experts had told 
him that if every person in Eire drunk 
twice as much milk as they were 
drinking at present they would make 
available for our own people one of the 
most perfect foods, and, they would 
not have to pay this subsidy. In this 
country they had an assortment of 
: icularly perfect. foods, and it was 
their business to make these available 
in sufficient quantities for the people 
as a whole. Fianna Fail had always 
been anxious to have its fuel resources 
developed, and in this time of crisis 
there had been no dispute with that 
policy. In the next year almost the 
whole country would be a turf area, 
with the exception of Dublin and one 
or two other sections. They might 
sum up the position by saying that 
Dublin was the problem. 

There was no fear of shortages of 
food or fuel unless they were stupid 
or incorrigibly selfish, proceeded Mr. 
de Valera. People who were trying 
now to make themselves ‘ better off 
were going t6 make the community 
suffer very much more, but if they bad 
reasonably good citizenship there was 
no reason why they should be short. 
Fianna Fail, he said also aimed at 
making the maximum use of native 
materials for clothing and _ ghelter. 
They had encouraged the use of Irish 
wool and-linen and the growing of 
timber for building. If they had not 
got ali the timber they required it was 
not due to lack of effort by the Govern- 
ment. 


PROFITEERING 


Referring to profiteering, Mr. de 
Valera said that those who were 
profiteering at the expense of the com- 
munity were doing something base and 
it was the duty of citizens to expose 
them. The Government could not put 
a policeman or an inspector in every 
shop. They had far more inspectors 
already than they would like to have. 
The people could diminish that num- 
ber by co-operating with the Govern- 
ment, 

Professor J. M. Breen appealed for 
some form of compulsion to bring 
young men into the L.D.F. The 
Government should work through 
employers to bring their employés 
into the force. Somebody ought to be 
given power to take over halls in the 
country places for L.D.F. training. In 
Cavan they met with a good deal of 
antagonism in this matter from people 
who controlled halls. 

A resolution was passed embodying 
these points. Another resolution, 
which was adopted, deplored the dela 
in awarding compensation to L.D.F. 
men injured on duty.

The Soviet push south-west of Velikye 
Luki, the rail centre north-west of 
Smolensk and Velij, continues, accord- 
ing to the despatch, which is quoted 


by Reuter. The Red Army has now 
taken five more places arouhd 
Mechovo, about 30 miles south of 


Nevel, on the Vitebsk-Pskov railway. 

At Schluesselburg, on the Leningrad 
front, the Russians in two days cap- 
tured two tanks and 86 guns and killed 
1,800 German officers and men. West 
of Moscow the German 258th Infantry 
Division is stated to have been almost 
completely destroyed. Of the original 
division of 12,000, there are only about 
600 left. 


GERMAN RESISTANCE 


While the Soviet advance continues 
on all fronts, as individual reports 
show, an article in Red Star finally 
coufirms what has been clear for some 
days past—the Red Army is now en- 
countering stiffer resistance. The 
Russians, it would appear, are enter- 
ing zones where the Germans have had 
tinte to establish a definite system of 
defence, and where they have had to 
throw in reserves. From all available 
sources it is clear that the Soviet 
troops are rapidly acquiring the tactics 
to meet these new conditions. Their 
continued advance against increased 
opposition tends still further to build 
the Soviet position against whatever 
Herr Hitler may attempt in the 
spring. 


SEBASTOPOL THRUST 


Soviet thrasts “against the German 
lines on the Sebastopol front and in 
the region of Taganrog were ‘‘ equally 
unsuccessful,’’ said the German radio 
last night. Soviet tank units advanc- 
ing over the ice of the Sea of Azov 
were detected by scouts of a German 
division before they reached the shore, 
the radio said. 

The German High Command com- 
muniqué, quoted by the German radio, 
said :— 

‘* Repeated attacks by the Bolsheviks 
yesterday at isolated points on the 
Eastern front again collapsed. German 
attacking operations remained success- 
ful. Bomber and dive-bomber units of 
the Air Force yesterday successfully 
attacked enemy troops on the move, in 
spite of diffieult weather conditions, 
completely wiping out several enemy 
columns on the march and destroying 
numerous supplies of material. In the 
far north installations of the Murmansk 
railway were destroyed. 

“From February 7 to 14 the Soviet 
Air Force lost 153 ’planes, of which 88 
were shot down in air battles and 38 
by A.A. fire, the remainder being 
destroyed on the ground. During the 
same period 25 German ‘planes were 
lost on the Eastern front.”’ 


The Soviet midnight communiqué 
states :—‘‘ Soviet troops continued to 
advance, repelling German counter- 
attacks on some sectors.’’—(Reuter.)

BIG AIR FIGHT IN 
LIBYA 
DIVE-BOMBERS WIPED 
. OUT, SAY BRITISH 
BRITISH pilots claim a not- 


able success in Libya. A 
force of thirty German and 
Italian machines, including 
dive-bombers and fighters, was 
** practically wiped out on 
Saturday by Royal Air Force 
fighters, said Sunday's Cairo 
General Headquarters come 
muniqué. 


The communiqué read :— 

‘‘Yesterday (Saturday) considerable 
enemy movement of mechanical trans- 
port and armoured vehicles was ob- 
served east of the general line Tmimi- 
Mekili. Enemy columns were widely 
dispersed, and did not offer favourable 
targets to our artillery, but our patrols 
maintained contact with them, and 
harassed them throughout the day. 

“German and Italian fighters at- 
tempted to cover this enemy movement 
on the ground by low-flying attacks 
against our troops occupying positions 
at, and south of, Gazala. Our fighters, 
however, surprised and practically 
wiped out the entire enemy force, com- 
posed of thirty dive-bombers and 
fighters. 

The Royal Air Force Middle East 
communiqué stated :— 

‘Fighter aircraft of the Royal Air 
Force and the Royal Australian Air 
Force obtained their great individual 
success of the Libyan campaign over 
Cyrenaica yesterday (February 14). En- 
gaging a large force of enemy aircraft 
which were attacking our troops in the 
Acroma area, eighteen Kittvhawk 
fighters shot down twenty enemy aircraft 
without loss to themselves. Not one of 
the enemy formation escaped damage. 
The total destroyed was made up of 
fourteen Macchi 200’s, five Messer- 
schmidt 109 F’s and one Breda 65. 
Elsewhere in the battle area anti-air- 
craft guns shot down a Cr. 42. 

‘Tt is now known that on Friday another 

CR-42 was shot down by anti-aircraft 
batteries,..and that on Thursday a 
Junkers 87 crashed into the sea off 
Gazala, after having been engaged by 
our fighters over Tobruk. 

‘‘ Naval aircraft successfully attacked 
an enemy merchant vessel in the Central 
Mediterranean during Friday night. 
The ship was brought to a standstill 
with black smoke pouring from it. 
| “The Sicilian aerodromes of Catania 
and Gherbini were bombed during the 
same night. Explosions and fires were 
seen at Catania, but bad visibility 
obscured the results of the attack at 
Gerbini. 

‘‘Enemy aircraft continued to raid 
Malta yesterday (February 14), and 
some damage was caused. During the 
raid on Friday one Junkers 88, one 
Junkers 87 and one Messerschmitt 109 
were shot down i., anti-aircraft gun- 
i fire. One of our aircraft is missing.””— 
(Press Association.)

CENTENARY DINNER 
IN DUBLIN 


 £500,000 WAGES IN 
SWEET-MAKING 


The story of the growth and develop- 
ment of the firm of Messrs. Lemon and 
Co., which introduced sweet-making 
into this country one hundred years 
ago, was told at the centenary dinner, 
which was held at the Royal penne 
Hotel, Dublin, on Saturday night.

The firm was the first one to instal 
plate glass windows and were the first 
users of the Neon sign.

A The Little Foxes (Adelphi) is

director, through the photographer, 
said, “ Here is the essence of this 


man; and as the size of his waistcoat 
typifies him, it also tells you a good 
deal about what is going on in his 
mind—and in this story.” The interest 
of this film is a great deal created by 
the camera moving round from face to 
face, detail to detail, so that you feel 
the intensity of being in the innermost 
secrets of the players and of each 
situation. It is a most notable film, 
full of lovely and clever direction, acted 
excellently throughout by the entire 
cast. | 

The gist of the plot, which is, 
perhaps, a little hard to gather at first, 
is simply the efforts of a family to 
raise money between them to exploit 
their town tor their own benefit. They 
are a gang of ruthless, privateer enter- 
prisers: Ben, the man with the white 
waistline ; Regina, his sister, played by 
Bette Davis, who is married to Herbext 
Marshall. Marshall is not one of the 
gang; the third is Oscar, another 
brother, who married a Southern States 
aristocrat to get her land; and the 
fourth is their moronic son—a difficult 
part, brilliantly played. The part of 
the aristocrat, too, played by Patricia 
Collinge, is one of the loveliest per- 
mances I have seen for a good while. 
There is a mefcilessly ponetrating and 
moving scene, inset, as it were, in the 
rest of the story, in which she gets 
tipsy and recounts the few happy 
memories of her youth she has clung to 
since big business had bought and 
conquered her—a miniature of the whole 
picture, summing it up for a few 
minutes. 
The theme is horrific and depressing, 
perhaps—human nature red in. tooth 
and claw; but I hope it will be a 
popular success.

‘To: facilitate’ organisation of con- 
tinuous maximum production in Eire’s 
coal-mining industry, the Government 
has amended - its Wages Stand-still 
Order. | 

Amendment permits wages increases 
up to 10 per cent., together with an 
attendance bonus of 1s. per shift or 
per day to those wofkers who. attend 
for work on six consecutive shifts or 


days. 

The Government’s decision follows a 
conference of representatives of 
workers and employés engaged in the 
industry. The representatives, an 
official statement says, ‘‘ recognised 
the fact that, due to the arduous 
nature of work in the mines, 
absenteeism and other stoppages of 
work are a most serious danger to con- 
tinuous roduction . at maximum 
effort.” Tonnage already lost Fe 
these causes had been considerable 
and any feasible scheme which would 
minimise interruptiong in production 
should be brought into immediate 
effect. 

The representatives generally were of 
the opinion that some wages increase 
should be given to workers and that 
an attendance bonus scheme should be

These collections have left their mark 
upon the January statement of the London 
Clearing Banks, for these show a reduction 
of £107,400,000. in the combined deposits 
compared with December. The reduction in 
the deposits does not mean a corresponding 
curtailment of the ability of the banks to 
support Gilt-edged Securities. Actually, ‘the 
total investments of the banks in January 
marked an increase of fully £9,000,000, 
which brought the aggregate to the new 
high record of £1,007,700, , 

Another feature of the January state- 
ment is an increase of £5,100,000 in the 
advances, but this may represent borrowing 
to pay taxes. Although the tota! deposits 
were reduced by £107,400,000 last month, 
the amount is still 2465,200,000 above 
the figure for January, 1941, and since that

Satisfaction is expressed with the evidence 
that the Boards of the British-owned Rail- 
ways in Argentina are pressing their case 
for better treatment by the State. . For 
years past the companies have suffered from 
tha exchange policy of the Argentine 
Government, which, apparently, has been 
primarily framed to help the agricultural 
cominunity. : 

Not only is the local currency heavily 
depreciated in terms of sterling, thus 
involving the companies in a serious loss 
when funds are sent home for interest and 
other payments, but the wide margin 
between the rate at which the Government 
buys exchange and eells it to the railway 
companies imposes a tax equivalent to 15.3 
p.c. on the net receipts used "by the rail- 
ways to meet financial services. 

This is the figure put forward in a 
memorandum presented by the _ railway 
companies to the Argentine Minister of 
Public Works. In this it is said that the 
deterioration of the financial situation of 
the railways. if allowed to continue, must 
in the end. react unfavourably on the 
physical condition of the tracks, rolling 
stock, and equipment. Exchange losses in 
1941 are placed at 24,209,000 pesos, which 
is equivalent to, about £1,510,000, taking 
the exchange at 16 pesos to the £. 

Several important Investment Trusts have 
announced their results for the past year, 
and. having regard to the complete 
inability to supplement profits by under- 
writing new capital issues and the increase 
in taxation, the figures are not discouraging. 
Generally, it has been possible to maintain 
previous. dividends. An exception is pro- 
vided by the Metropolitan Trust, which 
recorded a decrease of rather less than 
£5,000 in the gross revenue, while, after 
providing for Debenture interest, Preferred 
dividend, taxation, etc., the balance was 
£55,345—a decline of 210,629. The reduc- 
tion in the dividend, however, is only from 
11 to 104 per cent. 

Net revenue of the General Consdlidated 
Investment Trust for 1941, after providing 
for Debenture interest and taxation, was 
only £2,323 less than before at £29,261. 
and the previous dividend of 7 per cent. 
was repeated. The report says that, 
although an appreciable improvement in 
market values of the investments has taken 
place, there is still a considerable deprecia- 
tion from the book value, 


DIFFICULT TO BUY 


In their report for 1941 the directors of 
the Omnium. Investment Company express 
the hope that tho large Latin-American 
holdings will give some compensation for 
the reduction of dividends from Far 
Eastern plantations. Speaking of the 
valuation of investments, the Chairman 
points out that the Stock Exchange quota- 
tions are often wide, and frequently it is 
not possible to ner even a- small amount 
of the stuck at the higher price quoted. 
The income for 1941, including a smaller 
income tax refund than before, showed a 
reduction of less than £1,000 at £119,145, 
and the balance, after meeting interest, 
expenses, etc., was £55.413, or only £185 
less than before. The Deferred dividend is 
maintained at 312 per cent.

marvellous come-back, for which 
we thank God now. In the 
English-speaking world we rejoice in 
free institutions. We have free Parlia- 
ments and a free Press. This is the 
way of life we are used to, That is 
the way of life we are fighting to 
defend. 


SINGAPORE’S FALL 


But it is the duty of all who take 
part in those free institutions to make 
sure, as the House of Commons and 
the House of Lords have done, and 
will, I doubt, not do, that the National 
Executive Government in times of war 
have a solid foundation on which to 
stand and on which to act. That the 
misfortunes and mistakes of war are 
not exploited against them; that while 
they are kept up to the mark by help- 
ful, judicious criticism or advice, they 
are not deprived of. the — 
power to run through a period of ba 
times and many cruel vexations and 
come out on the other side and get to 
the top of the hill. To-night I speak to 
you at home thoughout the British 
world, to our loyal friends in India 
and Burma, to our Allies in Russia, 
and to our kith anc kin in the United 
States, I speak to you all under the 
shadow of a heavy and far-reaching 
military defeat. It is a British and 
Imperial defeat. Singapore has fallen, 
All the Malay peninsula has been 
overthrown. 

Other dangers gather about us out 
there, and rone of the dangers which 
we have hitherto faced successfully at 
home and in the East are in any way 
diminished. This is, therefore, one of 
those ‘moments when the British nation 
can show its quality and its genius. 
This is one of those moments when 
it can: draw from the heart of 
misfortune the vital impulse of victory. 
Here is the moment to display that 
calm and poise combined with grim 
determination which not so long ago 
brought us out of the very jaws of 
death. Here is another occasion to 
show, as so often in our long story, 
that we can meet reverses with dignity 
and with renewed accessions of 
strength. We must remember that we 
are no longer alone. We are in the 
midst of a great company. Three- 
quarters of the human race are now 
moving with us. The whole future of 
mankind may depend upon our action 
and upon our conduct. So far we 
have not failed. Let us move forward 
steadfastly together into the storm and 
through the storm. 


OBITUARY 
THE EARL OF MIDLETON 


William St. John Fremantle Brodrick, 
ninth Viscount Midleton and first Earl 
of Midleton, whose death has been an- 
nounced at the age of 85, was a strong 
supporter of the cause of the Southern 
Unionists in pre-Treaty days, and one 
of the powers of the Irish Unionist 
Alliance. Throughbout the Boer War 
he was British Under-Secretary for 
War, and subsequently was Secretary 
of State for War. ffered the Irish 
Viceroyalty by Mr. Lloyd George, he 
refused it on account of the terms. 

An Eton and Balliol man, he entered 
Parliament at the age of twenty-four 
as member for West Surrey. Six 
years later he became Financial Secre- 
tary to the War Office. He succeeded 
to the title in 1907 on the death of 
his father, Viscount Midleton. For 
thirty-eight years he was held to he 
responsible for the famous “Broderick” 
cap, a mode of headgear which did not 
meet with the entire approval of the 
soldiers of the period, and only a few 
aa ago he revealed that it had 

een chosen by King Edward VII. and 
Lord Roberts. 
While at the War Office he was re- 
sponsible for many reforms. Two 

ears after the South African War 
e was appointed Secretary of State 
for India, to be superseded in 1905 by 
Mr. John (afterwards Lord) Morley. 
Two years later he entered the House 
of Lords, where he became the acknow- 


ledged spokesman of the [Irish 
Unionist peers. During the 1916 
rebellion Lord Midleton took such 


a prominent part in finding a solution 
to the Irish question that Mr. Lloyd 
George stated in the House of 
Commons that it was due to the 
oe“ Recreiguans of Lord Midleton’s 
colleagues and himself that the 
Government decided to make a bid for 
Trish peace. Lord Midleton met Mr. 
de Valera in the Mansion House, 
Dublin, when Sinn Fein feeling was 
running high, and later saw Mr. 
Arthur Griffith in London ‘during the 
Downing street ‘conversations, and 
secured from him a promise of “' fair 
play all round.” e gave valuable 
evidence before the Select Committee 
of the House of Lords on the pledges 
of British Ministers regarding Irish 
Jand. He was a supporter of Lord 
Clarendon’s bilK for the reform of the 
House of Lords. He received the 
Order of St. Patrick in 1916, and in 
1920 was made first Earl of Midleton. 

Lord Midleton was married first to 
Lady Hilda Charteris, by whom he 
had one son and four daughters; and 
secondly to Madeleine Cecelia Carlyle, 
the daughter of the late Colonel the 
Hon. J. C. Stanley, by which marriage 
there were two sons. He is succeeded 
by Viscount Dunsford, M.C. 


MR. B. WARBURTON 
ROOKE 
Mr. B. Warburton Rooke, Mus.B., 


F.R.I.A.M., who died last week at 
Little Berkhampstead, Herts., entered 
the Royal Irish Academy of Music in 
1878 as a pupil of Sir Robert Stewart. 
His career in music was a brilliant one. 
He was assistant to Signor Esposito, 
Professor of Piano, and later became 
Professor of Sight-Singing. and, in con-

‘ “FIRST 
MORE PRODUCTION 
URGED 


HE need for increased food prose 

I duction in the coming year was 
stressed in letters from the 
Most Rev. Dr. Walsh, Archbishop of 
Tuam; the Most Rev. Dr. Browne, 
Bishop of Galway; the Most Rev. Dr. 
Dignan, Bishop of Clonfert, and the 
Right. Rev. Dr. Crozier, Bishop of 
Tuam, read at a meeting at the Town 
Hall, Galway, on Saturday, which 
was addressed by Mr. D. Twomey, 
Secretary of the ion of Agri- 
culture. The meeting was arranged by 


the County Galway Committee of 
Agriculture, and was attended by 
farmers and members of parish 


councils from all parts of the county. 


MENACE TO LIFE 


Mr. Twomey said that the surplus of 
livestock which they had against a 
shortage of cereal food left them in: 
the position that there was a great 
menace to the life and health of the 
people. They needed an increase of 
150,000 acres under wheat, and a 
further 400,000 under oats and barley. 
The new conditions called for an 
adjustment in production forms, and 
they could not depend to the same 
extent as in the past for such a large 
proportion of the farmer’s income on 
dairying, pig-raising and cattle pro- 
duction. They must seek alternatire 
forms of production, and one of the 
most attractive was the production of 
wheat, for which there was such ‘a 
ready market, and which could be used 
so advantageously on the land. 

Warning that the period for cowing 
winter varieties of wheat ‘‘is drawing 
quickly to a close,” Mr. Twomey urged 
that no time should be lost now in 
planting. Good supplies of seed, both 
winter and spring, were available. In 
1941 21,000 acres of wheat were grown 
in County Galway—it would take 
about 30,000 acres to supply the people 
of the county with bread, let alone 
making a contribution to the general 
pool. 


FLOCKS AND HERDS 


‘Assuming that we can make full 
provision for the people in the way of 
cereal food and potatoes,” said Mr. 
Twomey, ‘‘altention must next be 
given to production of grain crops for 
the maintenance of our herds and 
flocks and poultry, as well as for in- 
dustrial purposes, such as oatmeal mill- 
ing and the brewing and distilling in- 
dustries, which have always been closely 
associated with farming.” For these 
various purposes we would require 
1.350, acres under barley and oats, 
or an increase of 400,000 acres as com- 
pared with 1941. Attention should also 
be paid to rye, especially on the poorer 
soils. 

This year, said Mr. Twomey, the 
Compulsory Tillage Order would be 
rigidhy enforced. 


ENGLISH CHANNEL 
BATTLE 


THE week-end brought 
graphic stories of the 
escape .of the thrée German 
warships through the English 
Channel, and, now that fuller 
accounts of the action have been 
received, an inquiry will be held 
into the whole operation and, if 
necessary, the results will be 
examined by a “ higher 
authority. ' AN aigh 

The German Radio claimed that the 
only damage suffered by the German 
warships was the loss of a patrol boat 
and damage to a torpedo-boat by bomb 
hits. It stated: ‘‘The Fleet had re- 
ceived orders to pass through the 
Straits of Dover and be ready for 
operations elsewhere. Unnoticed, they 
reached the Straits at mid-day on 
Friday. Our warships inflicted heavy 
losses on the enemy, who tried to inter. 
cept their passage, while, except for the 
loss of a patrol boat and damage to 
a torpedo-boat by bomb hits, the Ger- 
man Navy suffered no losses or damage 
through enemy action. 

“There were only a few casualties 
among the crews of the escorting vessels 
as a result of low level attacks. 

“ Attacks by motor torpedo-boats 
were frustrated by our escorting vessels, 
which, in a counter-attack, sank two of 
the boats and pursued the fleeing enemy 
as far as the Goodwin Sands: The 
Prinz Eugen sank an enemy destroyer 
and set another on fire... . .” 


SHARP COMMENT 


Mr. Hore Belisha, M.P., said yester- 
day: ‘‘The most significant event of 
the war. The most searching questions 
must be put and answered.’ 

Admiral Lord Chatfield: ‘‘ Co-opera- 
tion between the Services is necessary— 
the Army to guard the Navy’s bases; 
the R.A.F. to throw a screen over the 
Navy, and the Navy to keep open the 
way for supplies to the other Services.” 

Mr. Edgar Granville, M.P.: After 
Libya, Singapore and the escape of the 
German ships nothing short of a fresh 
Cabinet of ruthless men will reeapture 
world confidence. 

Lord Wedgwood: “I do not agree 
with the wave of criticism and despair 
which appears in the papers to-day 
regarding the German Fleet getting 
through the Straits of Dover. —Í really 
do not see that anybody is to blame, 
and many are to be commended, for 
our men preserved the old tradition of

N interesting by-product of the 
A Arts faculty is the History 


Group which was formed some 
months ago under the direction of Dr.

The fact that Singapore had 
fallen was announced to the British 
people in an unexpected broadcast 
by Mr. Winston Churchill last 
night. Just a week ago yesterday 
the Japanese made their first 
landings on Singapore Island, The 
utterly inadequate garrison put up 
a gallant resistance. | General 
Percival rejected several demands 
for surrender from Japanese Head- 
quarters; but it seems that yester- 
day morning continued resistance 
became physically impossible, and 
the war in Malaya came to an end. 
As we write there is no definite news 
from the British side regarding the 
fate of the garrison; but reports 
from Japanese sources suggest that 
a substantial part of it may have 
contrived to escape. A message from 
Berlin, quoting a Tokyo newspaper, 
declares that most of the British 
and Australians in Singapore sailed 
for Sumatra on Friday night. 
During the day on Friday, it 
appears, Japanese reconnaissance 
machines reported that there were 
some thirty ships at anchor in 
Singapore harbour. On Saturday 
morning they had disappeared, and 
the Japanese believe that they 
managed to make their way to 
Sumatra. With Singapore in 
Japanese hands, Bri.ish naval power 
in the China Sea almost has ceased 
for the moment to exist. Doubtless, 
there are other bases in the archi- 
pelago; but none of them could com- 
pare in any respect with Singapore ; 
and it is more than likely now that the 
Japanese will take the fullest 
advantage of their opportunities to 
press home their attacks on the 
Netherlands East Indies. There also 
is asuggestion, from British sources, 
that the Japanese High Command 
may decide to make a bold bid for 
control of Burma and possession of 
the Burma Road, and, from the 
point of view of broad strategy, a 
move in this direction would seem 
to be the soundest course to adopt. 
Not unnaturally, there is a certain 
amount of uneasiness in Australia, 
where the possibility of a Japanese 
invasion has been at the back of the 
popular mind for many years; but 
most of the military experts—not, 
indeed, that their opinions carry 
much weight nowadays—take the 
view that a move against Australia 
would be too hazardous to be 
attempted at present by the 
Japanese, It never must be forgotten 
that the American Pacific Fleet 
remains a potent factor in the Far 
Eastern war, and the maintenance 
of lines of communication for an 
invasion of Australia would put a 
terrific strain on Japan’s naval, as 
well as on her military and aerial, 
resources. 

Mr. Churchill’s broadcast was in 
somewhat sombre strain, reflecting 
what must be the mood of the 
British people at the moment. 
His statement had . little or 
nothing of that forceful buoyancy 
which has characterised most of 
his previous broadcasts. He did 
not try to minimise the signific- 
ance of the Malayan affair, which 
he described as “a heavy and far- 
reaching defeat.” Adhering to his 
now traditional refusal to encourage 
false hopes in the people’s minds, 
Mr. Churchill warned his hearers 
that the months to come probably 
held “ many misfortunes, severe and 
torturing losses, and remorseless 
and gnawing anxieties.’’ Such words 
of hope as he had to offer were con- 
tained in his repeated references to 
the fact that the United States of 
America no longeX\was merely a 
benevolent neutral, but an active 
and immensely powerful belligerent ; 
in his unstinted praise of the 
Russian armies and people, and in 
his recognition of the fact that 
China, with her colossal reserves of 
man-power, was a staunch ally 
of the Anglo-Saxon Powers. The 
British nation had: suffered a 
grievous blow in the Far East. It was 
passing once again through a period 
of heavy trials; but Mr. Churchill 
expressed his supreme confidence in 
its ability “ to draw from the heart 
of misfortune the vital impulse of 
victory.”” He made no mention of 
the successful explo't of the three 
German warships which passed 
through the Straits of Dover some 
days ago—an exploit which, in the 
eyes of many .people in Great 
Britain, struck a greater blow at 
British prestige even than the loss 
of Singapore. The British nation 
undoubtedly has magnificent quali- 
ties of resilience. It survived the 
fall of France almost with a tremor ; 
and there is no doubt at all that, in 
spite of recent reverses, its position 
vis-a-vis the German Reich is sub- 
stantially stronger than it was at 
the end of June, 1940. On the other 
hand, defeats and disappointments 
have a cumulative effect. There is 
growing dissatisfaction throughout 
the British Empire at the conduct 
of the war, and those who listened 
carefully to Mr. Churchill will 
realise the significance of hie appeal 
for national unity. His personal 
position is as secure as ever it was. 
There is no man in England to-day 
who could challenge it; but. the 
demand for new blood among his 
colleagues is becoming more and 
more insistent, and, if he is as wise 
as he is courageous, he will not con- 
tinue to ignore it. ‘ |

secure an overflowing harvest. If 
the effort is not made, or if it is 
inadequate, Ireland will become 
familiar again, for the first time in 
a hundred years, with the | grim 
words “ starvation”’ and “‘ famine.”’ 
It is largely a matter of wheat. 
There are people who point out— 
nearly, if not exactly, in the spirit 
of Marie Antoinette—that wheat, a 
comparatively difficult crop to grow, 
is not essential; men and women cf 
Ireland, they say, including some of 
the nation’s best stock, have lived, 
and continue to live, on potatoes. 
That is true, but it does not take 
stock of am essential difficulty— 
namely, that potatoes cannot be 
eaten raw. They must be cooked 
over tens of thousands of fires 
or gas-rings, and the fuel to 
feed these fires and gas-rings— 


at least in the cities—is 
both scarce and dear. Bread 
is the only answer. It need not be 


cooked: at all events, it is baked in 
bulk, with a substantial saving of 
fuel. The consumption of bread 
actually has risen in Dublin during 
recent months, in spite of all 
appeals and all efforts at economy, 
and tho reason is clear: it is the 
only general food that does not call 
for turf or coal, so Mr. Twomey 
told these farmers and parish 
councillors of County Galway. He 
told them that at least 650,000 acres 
must be placed under wheat—one- 
third more acreage than last season’s 
500,000 tons. Wheat must obtain 
first place on the manured ground— 
there were nearly 900,000: acres of it 
—which was under roots and 
potatoes last year. It is not yet too 
late to plough down lea land for 


without a moment’s delay. Every 
farmer must aim, as the irreducible 
minimum, at the production of 
wheat enough to feed himself and 
his family. His national duty 
demands that he shall produce as 
much more as possible, for the 
feeding of his fellow-citizens in other 
walks of life. 

A duty devolves not merely upon 
the farmers, but upon the parish 
councillors—of every part of the 
country, as of Galway. The farmer 
can produce food: he cannot dis- 
tribute it. We do not profess to 
have worked out a plan for the easy, 
rapid, and inexpensive conveyance 
of food from the country. It would 
be simple enough if transport were 
available on its pre-war scale, or 
even half of its pre-war scale; but 
the railways are compelled to 
operate on skeleton services, while 
petrol is worth its weight in gold, 
and is nearly as hard to obtain. 
The Government itself is not in a 
position to arrange for the transport 
of necessities from country to cities ; 
if it were in such a position we 
should be willing to support any 
course of action, however drastic, 
and however subversive of vested 
interests, that would get the food— 
and the fuel—to Dublin and Cork. 
Much, however, must continue to 
depend on private and semi-private 
initiative; and here it is possible 
that the parish councils, both in the 
country and the cities, can help 
to overcome difficulties. Before the 
war Father Hayes, the dynamic 
protagonist, of Muintir na Tire, used 
to urge that parish guilds should 
be formed in the cities in order 
to aid and encourage the parish 
councils proper in the rural areas. 


The boot is on the other foot 
nowadays; co-operation still {ts 
needed — is needed, in fact, 


more urgently than ever—but it is 
the cities that require help. 
been suggested that every council in 
the city ought to make contact with 
some rural parish council, and 
thence to mobilise all its resources 
of transport to bring food and fuel 
from its country vis-a-vis. We do 
not know if the plan is workable, 
but, at least, it suggests a method 
of co-operation which might point 
the way to some better scheme, 
There is no doubt, that work of real 
value could be done by these 
emergency bodies, and that very few 
of them are yet even half awake to 
the fact. Too many people “in 
Ireland remain apathetic at a time 
when they ought to be teeming with 
energy; they will “ get busy ” some 
day, but it may be too late. We 
would commend to the general 
notice the Lenten Pastorals of the 
Trish Bishops, which come as a 
welcome and influential reinforce- 
ment of the Government’s appeals 
for the more efficient production of 
food and fuel. With such advocacy, 
it becomes not less moral obligation 
than a national duty.

Well-known painters and writers met 
for discussion, when Irish P.E.N. held 
a supper party last Saturday at Jury's 
Hotel, Dublin. The guests of honour 
were Mr. Dermod O’Brien, P.R.H.A., 
Mr. Jack Yeats, R.H.A., and Mr. 
Sean Keating, R.H.A. There was a 
large attendance, and supper was 
followed by a discussion on the rela- 
tions between literature and painting. 
The chair was taken by Mr. Austin 
Clarke, President, Irish P.E.N. 

Opening the discussion, Mr. Sean 
Keating maintained that literature and 
painting must be regarded as distinct. 
Nie considered that literature was a 


associative value of words and 
thoughts. Painting, on the other 
hand, must be precse, and though it 
must have a passionate impulse, the 
definite technical problem was always 
paramount. 

Mr. Jack Yeats felt that the differ- 
ence between writing and painting was 
the difference between the appeal to 
the ear and the appeal to the eye, 
but literature and the other art could, 
and did, meet. He gave as an example 
Tenniel’s illustratioms of “ Alice in 
Wonderland,’’ and the case in which 
both arts inspired each other. 

Mr. Dermod O’Brien, in a survey of 
painting, gave the historic case. Paint- 
ing had preceded letters. In the 
middle ages religious art instructed 
people who could not read. The mag- 
nifiicent Gothic sculpture of the 
thirteenth contury was _ illustrative.

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School Meals and Fatigue 


The question of providing hot 
meals for children in the schools in 
Dublin has occasioned consideral'e 
controversy, and one writer has made 
the point that the children are 
incapable of learning properly unless 
they ara properly fed. 

In Britain a similar discussion has 
been going on concerning industrial 
fatigue. A letter from the Empire 
Tea Bureau says that this body has 
been “ assisting industry generally, 
and the Ministry of Supply’s Royal 
ordnance factories in particular, to 
provide refreshment for the workers 
during rest pauses.”’ 

The experience of the Bureau, we 
are told, has covered such widely 
differing types as labourers on a 
large building site, women in Royal 
ordnanee factories, mem and women 
in the aircraft industry, and workers 
on the land, and in all cases it has 
been possible to show that it is sound 
common-sense to provide mid-shift 
refreshment, the psychological and 
dietetic value of which is clearly 
demonstrated in the contentment of 
the workers and the stimulating 
effect on production. 

Such results obtained with a wide 
variety of workers certainly suggests 
that it might be a good thing to 
supply hot mid-day meals to school 
children as a means of heightening 
learning capacity and _ lessening 
fatigue. 


““ The Islandmen’s Bridge ”’ 


“Terrible as an army with 
banners.” Richard Rowley’s words, 
which are Solomon’s, came to my 
mind the other day as I watched the 
avalanche of work-proud shipyard- 
men pour down the steps of the foot- 
bridge that spans the railway to 
connect Ballymacarrett with the 
Queen’s Island shipyards. 

I wondered how many of those 
sturdy artisans realised that they 
were the virtual owners, by heritage, 
of the bridge they crossed. I doubt 
if any bridge in Ireland has a more 
interesting history than this slight 
structure. 

When the Queen’s Island ceased 
to be an island in anything but 
name by the filling up of the old 
Lagan bed, building began apace in 
East Belfast, and soon a second 
town, the present Ballymacarrett. 
was added to Belfast. The new 
houses were occupied principally by 
shipyard workers, who daily crossed 
the railway on their way to and from 
work, 

This was trespass in the eyes of 
the four railway companies then 
concerned—the County Down, Holy- 
wood and Bangor Railways, now 
amalgamated, and the Ulster and 
Central Railways now merged in the 
Great Northern’s system.

There 
was “a bit of a barney,” and a 
number of the workers had to spend 
the night in the cells, 


Paying Their. Way 


The martyrs were baled out next 
day by their ‘‘mates,’’ and a mass 
meeting elected delegates to negotiate 
with the railway companies, who 
eventually gave permission to have a 
bridge across the lines erected. 

The railways would not agree to 
build the bridge, but the men 
decided to pay for it themselves. In 
a very short time contributions 
from dongarees’ pockets raised 
almost £600, and in due time the 
bridge was built. The title deeds 
were handed to the late Sir “ Sam ”’ 
Black, and are now in the safe keep- 
ing of the Belfast Corporation. 

Thousands of shipyard workers 
still cross the bridge their fathers 
“bought,” but few of them know 
its history. Nowadays even the old 
name 1s no more, and the short-cut 
to the gantries is known no longer 
as ‘‘The Islandmen’s Bridge,” but 
as ““ Frazer Street Bridge.”

The view that it seemed useless at 
present to speak of peace, and that as 
far as one could judge only the defeat 
of one side or the exhaustion of both 
could put an end to the most world- 
wide conflict in history, although the 
masses of humanity yearned for peace, 
was expressed by the Primate of All 
Ireland, Cardinal MacRory, Archbishop 
of Armagh. 

Cardinal MacRory congratulated the

“At a time like the present,’’ says 
the Cardinal, “if the State errs at all, 
it should err on the side of generosity 
in its treatment of the farmer.

It 
is of vital importance that the farmers 
should understand and realise the 
change for the worse in our food 
prospects, and if they know and feel 
that they alone stand between Ireland 
and famine, I have the fullest 
confidence that their Christian charity 
and patriotism will impel them to 
make every effort deemed necessary by 
those in a position to judge. We 
hear a lot about the desirability of 
keeping the people on the land, but 
if we want to do that the first thing 
to be done is to make the farmer pros- 
perous and himself and his family con- 
tented.’” . : 

Touching on the fuel situation, Car- 
dinal MacRory said that there seemed 
to be no doubt that the country, North 
and South, would have to depend very 
largely on turf, and little gxhortation 
should be necessary in view of the 
good price being offered. 

Expressing anxiety for the welfare 
ef young Irish people in England, of 
whom, he said, he had heard sadden- 
ing accounts, the Cardinal remarks that 
they were deprived of the restrain- 
ing and salutary influence of the home, 
had temptations to dissipation such as 
they never had before, and probably 
for the first time in their lives had 
plenty of money to spend on them- 
selves and their pleasures.

“We wish to warn again the young 
men of the diocese against societeis, 
secret or public, the members of which 
bind themselves by oath to obey blindly 
the commands of a leader,” says the 
Most Rev. Dr. Roche, Bishop of 
Cloyne. ‘‘Such societies are a danger 
to the morals of our people and a 
menace to the stability of the State.” 
Young men of simple and ardent 
character were often caught, before 
they had realised the consequences, in 
the net, of such associations. Within 
the wide limits of the law of ordered 
freedom, there was ample room for 
honourable effort on economic, political 
and patriotic lines. : 

“ And ao,” states Dr. Roche, “it 
should be the aim of our young men 
not, to leave the straight, narrow: path 
oí God's commandments to walk in the 
thorny way where criminal conspiracy

leads and plans its work of evil. 


BELFAST RAIDS 
VALOUR 


A protest against the manner in 
which police recently invaded a 
cemetery in Northern Ireland and 
arrested one of the mourners is made 
by the Bishop of Down and Connor, 
the Most Rev. Dr. Mageean: ‘‘ Well 
may we,” he says, “the Catholics of 
the six counties view with dismay the 
encroachment of the State on liberties 
of the individual; a few weeks ago 
another round-up of young men in this 
city took place, and the number of 
internees is now almost three hundred. 
Some have proved they were guilty otf 
no offence, and gave guarantees for the 
future, yet they remain in prison, and 
the sad plight of their families and 
dependents leaves the official conscience 
unmoved. There is no longer any doubt 
}in the mind of anyone that the claims 
made under Regulation 18B by the 
civic authorities are ominous. 

Bishop Mageean, referring to bomb- 
ings in Belfast last year, says :—‘‘The 
British military performed unrecorded 
deeds of valour in rescuing women and 
children from burning and falling houses 
and rushing them, while the raid was 
in full swing, to rest centres. A word 
of praise is due to the Catholic teachers 
who served the centres, and to the 
Metropolitan Fire Brigade, who raced 
from Dublin and rendered invaluable 
assistance. It was a magnificent ges- 
ture, the meaning of which was under- 
stood by all Irishmen, and we appre- 
ciated it deeply.” 


NATIONAL SCANDAL 


The greatest source of anxiety for 
the pastors of the Church and all who 
had the moral and social interests of 
the people at heart was the dance hall, 
says the Bishop of Ardagh and Clon- 
macnoise, the Most Rev. Dr. 
MacNamee. 

The legislation that was intended to 
solve that problem, Bishop MacNamee 
states, seemed rather to have aggra- 
vated the evil by creating vested 
interests in dance halls and by throw- 


Ing a cloak of legality over what 


threatened to grow to the proportions 
of a national scandal and make the 
name of Ireland a by-word for senseless 
pleasure-hunting. : 

Coast on the multiplication of 
dances p by new organisatior 
created by war conditions, Bisho 
said that the plea solemnly advance’ 
in favour of as many as five or six 
licensed dance halls i 
was that emigration la 
lack of opportunities amusement. 
Social workers could tell how hard- 
earned wages or the easy dole, though 
badly needed at home, was sacrificed 
to the cinema, the dog-track, or the 
dance hall. 

“Decent country people may have 
no light save the flickerings of the 
turf fire, but the dance halls could 
burn midnight oil to draw boys and 
girls from the protection of the 
parental roof, and send them back in 
circumstances of the most obvious 
‘moral danger in the grey dawn. An 
alarming accompaniment was the 
opportunity for indulgence in intoxicat- 
ing drink, and the temptations some- 
times offered to young women were 
often appalling in their results. No 
one wanted to deprive people of 
reasonable opportunity for amusement 
and recreation, even in war time, but 
there was an abyss between rational 
desire for amusement as relief from the 
strain of modern life and a hedonist 
urg: to perpetuate pleasure-seeking. 
renew my protest, as I consider myself 
bound in conscience to do, against 
these demoralising all-night revels, and 
I remind those responsible for them 
that no legal permit can exonerate 
them from their share of responsibility 
for the grave moral evils that spring 
from them.” é 

Urging the production of food, 
Bishop McNamee expressed the hope 
that when straitened circumstances had 
passed away there would remain a 
heightened and-consciousness that 
would bring farm and country life to 
the place of honour they deserved. 


BLESSING IN DISGUISE 


“ T often wonder at the complacency 
of our people in the terrible world 
upheaval we are witnessing ; how easily 
they persuade themselves there is no 
danger to our country. Humanly speak- 
ing, how can we escape, considering 
the strategically important position our 
island holds on the map of the world? 
asks the Bishop of Clonfert, the Most 
Rev. Dr. Dignan. 

This danger continues not only when 
the nations of the world are fighting for 
their very lives, but after the war, when 
peace comes and the victors are again 
redistributing among themselves the 
lands of the world. At present, states 
Dr. Dignan, our difficulties largely were 
material, inasmuch as we had to do 
without many luxuries and comforts 
that we had come to ee as neces- 
sities. This may be, and should be, to 
our advantage—a blessing in disguise. 
It will throw us back on ourselves, 
make us live on our own resources, and 
compel us to develop to the utmost the 
wealth that God has given this rich and 
fertile land. 


MODERN PAGANISM 


Men and women sinned at all times, 
but they did so with the consciousness 
of their sins, and in the belief, too, of 
a future after death, with its rewards 
and punishments. Modern paganism, 
however, says the Bishop of Dromore 
(the Most Rev. Dr. Mulhern) would 
relieve its dupes of such squeamishness. 

“ Nations, as well as individuals, 
have been living up to this pagan 
principle; otherwise one may ask how 
it is that laws issue from the legisla- 
tive assemblies of the world legalising 
practices that are in direct opposition 
to the precepts of the Gospel and that 
are a strong inducement to a large 
and not unwilling percentage of the 
peoples of these nations to take ad- 
vantage to the full of the liberties 
offered to them.”
